NE who was told that Arkansas 
was the principal source of baux­ 
ite In the United .States would prob­ 
ably yawn wvnrily and ask, “w hat of 
ItT" 
But If told that the sam t state 
produced most of the ore on which tbs 
rich and swiftly-growing aluminum in­ 
dustry ts l»Msi*d, h,* would show much 
keener Interest. 
IJttle has been writ­ 
ten ttbout the methods of producing 
aluminum, so that, while it Is a com­ 
monplace In every household lu ths 
form of pans, kettles, coffee-pots and 
cups, most people take it for granted 
or, possibly, assum e that It Is a mix­ 
ture of other metals. 
Aluminum, known In British coun­ 
tries as aluminium, wus first produced 
in the United States in 1883, although 
in that year only 83 pounds was pro­ 
duced. But In 1890 an Inventor by the 
name of Hull perfected a process for 
extracting metallic aluminum from Its 
ores, and so laid the basis for a sw ift­ 
ly growing industry. The patents were 
obtained by the Pittsburgh Reduction 
company, forerunner of the Aluminum 
Company of America.

w as 
producing 
8,246 
metric ton« of this metal, w hile In 
1918, at the peak of war needs for 
copper and other metals which alum i­ 
num can replace, it reached 102,000

to about 52,000 tons in 1922. 
Bauxite, from which aluminum is 
made, occurs In Tennessee, Alabama 
and Georgia, as well a« in Arkansas 
In the United States, and there also 
are considerable quantities of It in 
South America. 
Aluminum Is known chiefly for lt§ 
excellence as a conductor of heat or 
electricity and for It# rust resistant 
qualities.

found Its greatest usefulness in auto­ 
mobile body construction, where its

able strength, gives it marked im por­ 
tance aa less weight and consequent 
higher mileage per gallon are sought 
by motor car manufacturers.

DELECTABLE DISHES 


Try «ervlng the good old wbolesoma 
onion In a different way. 
The fol­ 
lowing 
la 
quit« 
different: 
Onion D u m p ­ 
l i n g s.—C o o k 
large 
white 
on­ 
ions until tender, 
drain 
nnd scoop 
out 
the centem, 
chop some piece« 
of cooked ham, add a 
few breafr 
crumbs and enough mushroom catsup 
to moisten and fill this stuffing into 
the onions. 
Make a mixture us for 
baked dumplings, cut Into 
square«, 
put an onion into each, wrap and 
pinch the edges and bike until the 
dumpling Is brown: 
Serve with • 
tomato sauce. 
Fried Parenlpe.—For those who do 
not care for sweet vegetables thti 
dish is most acceptable to those who 
enjoy parsnips. 
Slice In shoe-string 
alsed pieces, or short lengths, keep­ 
ing the pieces even In size, wash well 
and use Just the water that clings to 
them from the washing. 
Place over 
an even heat In a heavy aluminum 
pan with two tablespoonfuls of butter 
to a pint of the parsnips. 
Stir often 
while cooking Rnd toward the last re­ 
move to lower heat. 
Brown well, sea­ 
son with salt and serve. 
The flavor 
of the vegetable Is preserved In this 
manner of cooking and Is particular* 
ly delectable. 
Pot Roasted Chicken.—There should 
be cherished In every family a heavy 
Iron Scotch k»*ttle with an Iron cover. 
One may cook coarse cuts of beef so 
that they melt In the mouth. In such 
a utensil. 
Place a spoonful of butter 
and lard !n the kettle, add the chick­ 
en cut up or If small. In h alves; cover 
and cook slowly, adding a few drops 
of water as tt dries nnd perhaps a 
little more butter. 
When thoroughly 
brown add a cupful of boiling water 
and simmer until tender. 
To mak« 
the gravy remove the chicken 
and 
thicken the sauce with flour. When of 
the required thickness add 
one-half 
cupful of ciearn and a hit of brown 
coloring If the flour was 
not 
well 
browned. 
Serve 
the 
chicken 
with 
the gravy.

How We Get Aluminum 
NE who was told that Arkansas 
was the principal source of baux- 
tte la the United States would prob­ 
ably yawn wearily aud n«k. “what of 
ttf' 
But If told that th>* Name state 
produced most of the ore on which the 
rich and awlftly-growlug aluminum In­ 
dustry la based, he would show much 
keener Interest. 
Little hss been writ­ 
ten about the methods of producing 
aluminum, so that, while It Is a com­ 
monplace In every household lu the 
form of pans, kettlos, coffee-pots and 
cups, most people take It for grant««! 
or, possibly, assume that tt Is a mix­ 
ture of other metals. 
Aluminum, known In British coun­ 
tries as aluminium, was first produced 
1a the United States In 1883, although 
la that year only 83 pounds was pro­ 
duced. But In 181*0 an Inventor by th« 
aapae of Hall perfected h process for 
extracting metallic aluminum from Its 
ores, and so laid the basts for a swift­ 
ly-growing Industry. The patents wer« 
obtained by the Pittsburgh Reduction 
company, forerunner of the Aluminum 
Company of America. 
By 1901 th« 
United 
States was producing 8,248 
metric tous of this metal, while In 
1918. at the peak of war needs for 
copper and other metals which alural- 
«urn can replace, It reached 102,000 
metric 
tons. 
As 
the 
war demand 
eased off, this volume dropped again 
t« about 52,000 tons in 1922. 
Bauxite, from which aluminum 
made, occurs in Tennessee, Alabama 
aad Georgia, as well a« in Arkansas 
la the United States, and there also 
are considerable quantities of It In 
South America. 
Aluminum Is known chiefly for Its 
excellence as a conductor of heat or 
electricity and for tt# rust-resistant 
fuslltles. 
Latterly, 
however, 
aluminum 
has 
feund Its greatest usefuluess In auto­ 
mobile body construction, where It« 
lightness, together with a consider­ 
able strength, gives It marked Impor­ 
tance as less weight and consequent 
higher mileage per gallon are sought 
by motor car manufacturers. 
It can 
only be used, however, at points whsr« 
little or no stress need be resisted, a« 
It has fur less toughness than steel. 
One of the most Interesting fact« 
about 
aluminum 
Is 
that 
ordinary 
clay, such as we all see almost dully, 
Is an oxide rich In aluminum, but Is 
au “ore" that Is useless outside the 
laboratory, as no method of reducing 
It to metal has hh yet been fouud that 
was also cheap enough to warrant 
commercial exploitation.
